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THE PEACE RIVER. 

| Ina late edition of the #armer'’s Ad- 
- vosate appears the following interest- 

] ing article on Peace river, from the 
pen of E. J. Lawrence: 

About latitude 5$ degrees north and 

in longitude 124 degrees west, there 

is the meeting of two rivers which 


join their forces hers between! the 
ranges of mountains, which run in 


; a northwesterly and southeasterly di- 
rection, giving a strictly opposite di- 
» rection from each other of the rivers 
- mentioned. Althowzh their junction 
* is not more than perhaps 30% miles 

' from the coast in a direct line, yet 
| these streams drain a very large area, 
iy and even before their meeting are re- 
"> spectable-sized rivers. These are the 


Finlay, coming from the N. W., .and 
the Parsnip, from the S. W., whose 
principal tributary flows from Sum- 
mit lake, which is only seven miles 
from the Fraser river, and not far 
frum the Pacific coast. Its alti- 
tude is 2,300 feet. At the junction of 
these rivers, to form what is known 
ag the Peace river, they are at aniele- 
vation, of 2,000 feet. 

From here, through the main chain 
of the Rocky Mountains, the course 
is eastward, where it flows mosily in 
a tranquil current, with few rapids, 
along a beamtiful valley: about two 
miles wide, flanked by mountains from 
™ two tv three thousand feet above the 
Eriver, ‘and whose highest peaks at- 


Valley. Here the river is about 1,500 
feet above seas level, and the high and 
besutiful table lands upon both sides 
d? the river are from 800 to 1,000 feet 
above the river. These are drained by 
numerous small rivers from 100 feet 
to 409 feet in width, which flow in 
becutiful valleys from 309 to 500 feet 
below the general level, and deepening 
as they near the main stream. The 
Pine river is the largest of these. It 
comes in on the scuth bank, and pass- 
es through the mountains at an ele- 
vation of only 2,850 feet, and ‘was 
formerly highly recommended for the 
mein line of the C. P! R. 

The trend of the river is eastward 


until after it receives the waters of 
the Smoky river, another stream from

Provincia! Detective Murray; of On- 
tario, has been working on the case of 
the attempt to blow up the Wellanid 
wanal locks, and has given tothe press 
the history of the case.

Nolin and Walsh, the three men under 
arrest are members of tha Napper 
Tandy club, an American Anti-Brit- 
ish organization. About Apri] 11th or 
lath Nolin is alleged to have reeeived 
a communication from the Napper Tan- 
dy, Club instructing hun to join Walsh 
and accompany the Jatter to Philadel- 
phia. At the Readicg Depot there, 
they were told, they would meeta cer- 
tain man. Nolin was to assume the 
name of Smith, while Walsh was to 
adopt the name of Thomas Moore. They 
arrived at the Reading station at Phil- 
adelphia about 7 o'clock on the even- 
ing o: April i4th. 


No sooner had they appeared on the 
platiorm than they were accosted byta 
gtranger, who had evidently been well 
informed as to their appearance. _Ad- 
dressing the two men by: their ag:sum- 
ed names, he led them tqone side, and 
handed them $190 in cash, alsa two 
railway tickets and two sleeping-car 
tickets to Buffalo.
